UNITED NATIONS HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, 
March 3.—( Wednesday )—( INS)— 
General Douglas MacArthur 
headquarters announced today 
that a huge Japanese convoy head- 
ed for New Guinea had been 
smashed by American heavy 
bombing planes and fighter es- 
corts. 

Four Japanese ships were blast- 
ed, 13 Jap planes downed, and 
the convoy scattered, with the bat- 
tle still continuing, General Mace 
Arthur reported. 

“In spite of adverse weather 
conditions, rain, haze and thick 
clouds, our heavy bombers wit 
fighter escorts repeatedly struck 
the convoy previously reported 
north of Cape Gloucester in a se- 
ries of co-ordinated attacks,” Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s communique 
said.

We must not 
drive the forces of imperialism, to- 
talitarianism, and aggression un- 
derground. We must annihilate 
these evil forces, and show that 
the age of imperialism is ended. 
We cannot treat with those ene- 
mies whose ruin we have pledged. 

“We cannot make peace with the 
fanaticism which we have sworn 
to exterminate. We must watch 
vigilantly for the dangerous signs 
of a German or Japanese peace of- 
fensive, designed to let Us win the 
|war but to lose the peace. Let me 
tell you about such a move, as it 
‘could come from Japan; the same 
general tactics would hold true of 
German militarism. 


| “At the present tim:, of course, 
‘the Japanese leaders, and even 
/more so the people, are far from 
‘convinced that they cannot man- 
‘age to retain substantially all of 
-their gains. But when the Allied 
‘offensive gains momentum and 
Japanese self-confidence is shaken 
by successive reverses and loss of 
territory then we may look for a 
‘development of new tactics. 


Japs Try To Deceive. 


“The Japanese art of self-de- 
fense, jujitsu, gives us a clue as to 
what these tactics are likely to be. 
The essence of this art is that by 
letting the adversary take the ini- 
tiative and by giving way and 
'simulating defeat the adversary 
'may be lulled into dropping his 
| guard; then when the adversary 
‘has advanced too far and is off 
_ balance, he is destroyed by a quick 
recovery and a lightning attack 
where he is weakest. : 

“This move would be the Japa- 
nese way of avoiding a last-ditch 
fight, and would be compatible 
with their fanatical determination 
not to crack.

Fourth, shoes with a heel height of 15% inches or less whose 
upper is made wholly of imitation leather. 

And, last, those shoes with a heel height of 1% inches or less, 
with an open back, whose upper is made wholly of fabric, imitation 
leather, sheepskin, cape or a combination of these materials. 

Although these shoes may be purchased without a ration coupon, 
Price Administrator Prentiss M. Brown has urged everyone to limit 
themselves to one pair. “Consumers are urged to buy these non- 
rationed shoes only if they really need them,” he said. 

The Ration Counter answered several calls yesterday from per- 
sons who were uncertain about the number of points which are 
to be charged for dried vegetables and dried and dehydrated soups. 

The point values of all kinds of dried beans, peas and lentils are 
eight points per pound, while 16 points will be charged for dried 

‘and dehydrated soups. For smaller amounts of these products, 
fewer points will be required. 


Point Value of Dried, 


Dehydrated Soups Explained 

Dried vegetables are evaiuated as follows: one point for as much 
as two ounces; two points for as much as four ounces; three points 
for as much as six ounces; four points for as much as eight ounces; 
five points for as much as ten ounces, and seven points for as much 
as 14 ounces. ; 

Dried and dehydrated soups, in quantities of less than one 
pound, are worth the following number of points: Two points for 
any amount up to two ounces; four points for any amount up to 
four ounces; six points for any amount up to six ounces; eight 
points for any amount up to eight ounces; 10 points for any amount 
up to 10 ounces, and 13 points for any amount up to 14 ounces. 

More persons will be eligible for rationed automobiles under 

new liberalized regulations issued recently by the Office of Price 
Administration, regulations which will go into effect March 6. 
The only cars which are rationed are new or used 1942 models, 
and new 1941 models. 
. Persons whose cars are no longer serviceable and who need 
cars for the purpose listed in the “C” list of gasoline rationin 
regulations, such as essential war workers and physicians, wi 
have greater eligibility for new cars. 


OPA Eases Restrictions 


On Buying of Automobiles 

Experience has shown that convertibles and cars with a list 
price of over $1,500 are not needed by the more essential workers, 
and, therefore, a somewhat greater expansion in the list of eligibles 
for these automobiles has now been made. Anyone who needs a 
car in order to carry on either gainful occupation or work related 
te the war effort or public welfare may now obtain this type of 
vehicle. 

Cars of 1941 mode! driven less than 1,000 miles can be purchased 
by anyone who needs a car in a gainful occupation or work related 
to the war effort or public welfare without applying to a war 
price and rationing board for a rationing certificate. In such a 
case as this, the automobile dealer selling the car will be respon- 

“ gible for securing information showing that the buyer is qualified, 
and he must send this information to the OPA inventory unit in

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Since the War Between the States, the south 
has depended largely upon eastern capital for 
funds with which to build homes and finance 
industries. Despite the fact millions of dollars 
are sent out of the south annually in interest 
payments, this foreign capital has been bene- 
ficial and, indeed, indispensable. 

Nevertheless, the accumulation of capital in 
Georgia for financing homes and other develop- 
ments which would enable Georgia citizens to

Because of supreme court decisions the 
intangible tax act, in so far as it affects notes 
secured by real estate, penalizes Georgia resi- 
dents who invest their surplus funds in loans 
on Georgia real estate. By this act there is 
levied a tax of $3 per thousand on all notes 
secured by real estate, except those for¥ less 
than $5,000 made by savings and loan associa- 
tions or insured by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, which are subject to a tax of 
$1.50 per thousand. 

The decisions of the supreme court have 
held this tax cannot be collected from the 
‘owners of such notes who do not Nave a 
residence in Georgia. Thus a large proportion 
of the money loaned on real estate is relieved 
of this tax. Yet the citizen in Georgia who has 
' sold his home and received notes in partial 
payment or the Georgia corporation which 
lends money on Georgia real estate must pay 
the. tax. 

The Georgia citizen must elther accept & 
lower return op his investment than the non- 
resident lender receives or he must charge the 


person who borrows from him a higher rate of | 


interést: Certainly this situation would dis- 
courage the accumulation of funds in Georgia 
to be loaned on Georgia real estate. If interest 
payments sent out of the state are ever to be 
reduced this situation should be corrected so 


all money loaned in the state would pay the 


same taxes, whether the lender be a resident 
or a non-resident. . 

The revenue now derived from this tax is 
small because the money loaned on real estate 
by residents of Georgia is small. The report 
of the Department of Revenue reveals total 
receipts from,the tax on this class of property 
in 1942 was only $156,000. 

Surely some way could be found to eliminate 
the injustice of this tax and remove the penalty 
upon a citizen of Georgia who is willing to, 
lend his money in his own state.

It Happened in China 

The United States, a land at war, is per- 
plexed by the great numbers of war plant 
employes who stay away from work for one, 
two or three days a week, preferring to revel 
in idleness rather than give all they can to 
the job of building the weapons that will defeat 
the enemy. 


The United States, at war, still operates on 
a peacetime invoked maximum work week of 
40 hours and, when the President asks that it 
be extended to 48 hours, overtime pay - to 
be invoked for the additional eight hours. : 


The United States, at war, is fearful of a 
man-power shortage, talks of reducing the size 
of its army, of drafting workers for agricultural 
work, of importing Mexican labor. While, at 
the same time, union rules compel many men 
to kill time én “mock work” and on unnecessary 
routines. 

So, it may interest the people of the United 
States to hear a story. It isa true story. It 
happened in China. 

The story is told by Charles.H. Day, inter- 
nationally known aviation expert who is now 
engaged in bomber building in an American 
plant. But some years ago, before Pear] Harbor 
but after the Japanese invasion of China, Mr. 
Day was employed by the Free China govern- 
ment to operate an airplane factory somewhere 
in the interior of that country. The Chinese 
employes of that factory normally worked a 70- 
hour week. They were, normally, paid at over- 
time rates for anything over the 70 hours. But, 
before overtime wages could be paid, it was 
necessary to secure official permission from 
the Chungking government. Which sometimes 
involved delay. 

One day an emergency arose, and Mr. Day 
told his foreman that work requiring overtime 
must be done at once. There was no time to 
secure official permission for overtime pay, but 
Mr. Day promised, if they did the work, he’d 
pay the extra wages out of his pocket. 

The job was-done, and Mr. Day handed the 
foreman the money to meet the overtime pay 
costs. The next day the foreman returned the 
money, in full, to Mr. Day, explaining: 

“The men wouldn't take it. They said, if 
the work was important enough so that you, a 
foreigner, were willing to pay for.it out of your 
own pocket, then it was important enough so 
that they, as Chinese, should be glad off the 
chance to do it for their country.” 

As stated, that is a true story but—it hap- 
pened in China.

No longer, it seems, does Hitler deem it 
worth his time and effort to confer, periodi- 
cally, with Benito Mussolini.

WASHINGTON PARADE

CENSORSHIP ISSUE WASHINGTON, March 2.—The reve- 


i lation by Representative Cooley, of 
North Carolina, that the War Department has a number of dummy 
ahbtiaircraft guns stuck around on Washington rooftops raises a 
new question regarding the military censorship. 

Had ‘the disclosure been made by anyone 
not a member of congress he would have been 
subject to severe military action. 

The fact that the guns were wooden had 
been known to Washington newspapers for 
some months. They did not print the story 
because they had been forewarned of the mili- 
tary secrecy involved. 

But a member of congress, ‘stumbling upon 
the information and thinking he had some- 
thing sensational, was able to shout it to the 
world from the floor of the house with com- 
plete immunity to himself. The constitution 
gives that :kind of immurnéfty to any congres» 
sional utterance. 


By the same token, any member of congress 
could give away some of our greatest military 
secrets without being subject to anything more 
than public censure. He would only need to

The only penalty Mr. Cooley suffered from the incident was 
the public ridicule he received after the facts were out. He and 
the others who applauded his “startling” discovery may have 
been chastened somewhat by the ridicule since heaped upon them, 
but that does not prevent a repetition of the performance in a 
more serious way. 


Before Pearl Harbor, it is recalled, Senator Wheeler, of Mon-, 


tana, pulled a similar but more serious prize boner by announcing 
that we were taking over Iceland. His announcement was made 
at the very time our forces were en route to the island. It might 
have tipped the Germans off and resulted in heavy casualties. 


NOTHING STARTLING Since the Cooley disclosure the War 


Department has explained that*there 
is nothing new or sensational in the use of dummy guns. It has 
long been an “1. part of military strategy. We used them 
in the last war.. Napoleon perhaps resorted to the same tactics 
more than a hundred years ago. 

The North Carolina congressman probably was just hearing 
about it for the first time. He thought he had something hot and 
immediately sought to exploit it for its headline value. 

The purpose of using the dummies is twofold. First, to de- 
ceive the enemy, and, second, to conceal from him the real gun 
emplacements. It: would be desirable to perpetrate this kind of a 
deception on the Germans in case we ever had an air raid on 
Washington. 

House Republicans, joining in the Cooley attack on the War 
Department, sought to make much of the charge that Washington 
was guarded from the air by wooden guns manned by dummy 
soldiers—scarecrows, as they put it, to drive the Germans away. 


WELL PROTECTED As a matter of fact, Washington, though 

it may not be generally known, is one 
of the -best protected cities in the country against air attack. That 
is as it should be, because it is the seat of government. 

There are powerful guns under the very nose of congress that 
can't be detected, so well are they camouflaged. There are other 
mobile units of antiaircraft guns that can be rushed to all sections 
of the city in short order. The real truth of it will never be known 
until and if we have an-air raid. Many other key American cities 
are similarly protected. :Our officials have not been asleep to the 
rreresome: of the Germans or the Japs pulling tricks in this 
qairection, 


JAPS DECEIVED ‘The best illustration of the effectiveness 

of dummy guns in deceiving the enemy is 
found in the story told by an American aircraft manufacturer in 
China, Several times it had been necessary to move the plant, which 
was being operated for the Chinese government, further back into 
the interior to escape Japanese bombs. 

Finally, the Americans conceived the idea of planting a number 
of dummy antiaircraft guns around the factory. They were placed 
within a barbwire enclosure to prevent close inspection by spies 
known to be operating in the area. ' 

For months after the dummy guns were installed the Japs never 
came near the place. They were completely taken in by the ruse. 
There was no Chinese member of congress to reveal the secret.

MOHANDAS GANDHI John Gunther visited India’s Gandhi 


- and wrote of him in “Inside Asia”: 
“He is an incredible combination of Jesus Christ, Tammany 
Hall and your father.” 

This amazing contradiction of politics and a religious holy man, 
this morning’ will finish a 2l-day fast. For a 
time it was feared he was dying. Then he 
improved and at last reports will finish strong. 

He is not really fasting, if by that we mean 
doing without all food. He has been taking 
fruit juice and water daily and, I assume, -his 
daily spoonful of chopped garlic. 

He has had many fasts. Almost every time 
the British have put him ‘in jail he has begun 
a fast. He fasts because he kriows the British 
do not wish to have him die in jail and thereby 
precipitate a great revolt against the British 
government in India. He fasts, too, for the 
publicity values. 

He considérs the fast a moral weapon and 
one in line with his principle of nonviolence. 

I know of no real reason why I, who am 
in Atlanta and with no personal knowledge of 
the man, should have so real an interest in 
him. I think it is because I have read so 

much about him and developed a very great impatience with him. 
And also because Ind¥a is the Achilles heel of the Allied effort. 


It is absurd that this little rubbery man, weighing a normal 112 
pounds, toothless, a religious fanatic without any religion, dis- 
believing all science and medicine; a believer in charms and spells; 
should be so powerful a person. 

But he is! , . ' 

He wants freedom for India, and naively (and stupidly), thinks 
it would all be solved: if England would pull out and leave the 
100,000,000 Moslems and the 300,000,000 Indians to settle things. 

He thinks there might be a short civil war, but he blandly 


suggests that Japan would be so startled she would stay out of a - 


helpless and strife-torn India. !

He believes that the Fascist and Nazi armies would be con- 
quered because the army, which wields the lash and the sword, 
would soon grow tired. 

He reveals a Jamentable knowledge of the Fascist mind an 
policies. . 

He calls all Indians brothers, yet he distrusts the Moslems. 

He wishes to raise the “untouchables” out of their caste, but 
he will not allow the theory of untouchableness to be taken out 
of+the Hindu religion. 

He is a mass of contradictions, 


AMERICANS IN INDIA What Gandhi does is important be- 


cause it will mean much about the 
future of the war. If India is kept in control, supplies can go 
through to China when the Germans are out of Africa and the 
nc control the Mediterranean. India MUST be kept in Allied 
ands. 

An India in revolt would endanger the outcome of the war. 

It also would complicate enormously the lot of the American 
troops that are there. 

It is reported that two things have won thousands of Indians 
to the Allied cause—Wendell Willkie and the American soldiers. 

Willkie’s statements ahout India and China and Russia have 
made a great impression on the Indians. It has caused them to 
look to this country with hope. } 

It is not impossible that a revolt caused by some act or word 
of Gan@hi’s, or by his death, might lose some f its edge because 
of Willkie’s words and the presence of the American soldiers. 

We already have seen what a few years in America, with Amer- 
ica kind and generous, has meant in our relationship with China. 
China’s government is a great reservoir of Christian ideals—and 
some tough fighting—all because of the strength of a Chinese 
woman educated in this country. The early years of it were in 
this state. | 

If Gandhi had been an inflexible idealist all his life, it would 
be possible to regard him with less impatience. But he has been 
an astute politician as well. And, as politicians must, he has com- 
promised. I do not object to this in his record, because we obtain 
progress in politics only by compromise. 

But now, with Japan breathing upon his neck: with the know!l- 
edge that Japan or England will dominate India, he chooses t6 
become inflexible. 

His protests that if England goes, Japan .will not enter and 
occupy India are too absurd to consider. 


THE MOSLEMS The Moslems make up about one-third of the 

population. They are a strong and hard 
political party with a great distaste for Hindus. England could, 
by arming the Moslems, end the Indian troubles in a week or so, 
but would then have the Moslems dominant and perhaps un- 
friendly. 

The Moslems resist all of Gandhi's plans for freedom. 
demand a. separate peace: and a constitution of their own—on a 
pro-English basis—for the time being. 

Gandhi blandly says that should the Hindus be given authority 


—by the English—that after brief fighting there would, be peace. 


It is, perhaps, not too incongruous a statement by a man who still 
believes. that dirt, tied about the abdomen by a bandage, will cure 
constipation, and that medical treatment causes more tuberculosis 
and veneral disease than it cures. 

It will be most interesting to see what England will do—and 
what Gandhi will do when his fast is done today. He will survive 
it as he has others of its kind. As a matter of fact, it likely will 
be helpful to his g@neral health. He reportedly suffers from high 
blood pressure, for all his vegetarianism. | 

I do not think there is as much sympathy for him as there was 
a few years ago when we had the great era of nonsense and be- 
lieved that one had enly to be kind and true and abolish one’s army 
and navy to be safe from all harm. | 

Today it is a question of whether to give up India and lose the 
war—or hold it and use it to keep China in the war as soon as 
the Mediterranean is opened.
